THE OIL LANDS OF CANADA, 

Some few months since the debenture-holders of the WESTERN OF 
CANADA O1L LANDS AND Works CoMPANY appointed three of their 
number to be a committee to watch their interests, and to ascertain 
whether any means could be adopted for securing them any reason- 
able return for the money they have embarked in the concern. It 
may be premised, although the debenbture-holders at their meeting, 
held at the Cannon-street Hotel, on Tuesday, under the presidency of 
Mr. J. S. Louth, the chairman of the debenture-holders committee, 


‘did not appear to appreciate the fact that the company is commer- 


cially extinct, and that its final dissolution is only delayed because 
the official liquidator has not had time to sell the property and 
divide the proceeds amongst the creditors of the company. The de- 
benture-holders are, practically, mere creditors, and are only entitled 
to a share of any assets that may remain after payment of the trade 
creditors. Moreover, as the forced sale of the property is not likely 
to yield much more than enough to pay the trade creditors, the pros- 
pect of the debenture-holders receiving back anything from the 
official liquidator is so discouraging that they cannot hope for more 
than ls, in 1/, This being really the position of affairs, the business 
of the debenture-helders’ committee was to propound a scheme which 
should give a return of more than ls. in |/, and it was to submit 
this scheme, and for no other purpose, that the meeting on Tuesday 
was convened. 

That the property was purchased by the company at a price far 
above its real value appears to have been now conclusively ascer- 
tained. That certain persons connected with the sale of the pro- 
perty to, and with the formation of the Western of Canada Oil 
Lands and Works Company, made representations which were not 
justified by facts, and which will render them liable to criminal 
prosecution, is considered very probable; and that many persons 
who took part in the projecting of the company, and the placing 
of the debentures, were guilty of great moral wrong, although they 
did not go so far as to render themselves legally responsible, is a 
question upon which every debenture-holder entertains a very 
strong opinion. Taking all these circumstances into consideration, 
it became necessary for the debenture-holders’ committee to frame 
any scheme which they might propose in such a manner as not to 
relieve anyone of any responsibility incurred in connection with 
the sale of the property and the formation of the company; and 
this necessity appears to have been kept well in view by Mr. Louth 
and his colleagues, as well as by the official liquidator (Mr. C. F. 
Kemp) and his solicitor (Mr. Munns, of Lewis, Munns, and Long- 
den), whose valuable assistance and co-operation the debenture- 
holders’ committee freely received. But, with the sole exception of 
ascertaining that the scheme relieved no one of responsibility 
against whom the debenture-holders had a possible legal claim, these 
were all matters which did not at all come within the province of 
Tuesday’s meeting, although hours were lost in the unsystematic 
discussion of them. Mr. Munns gave the meeting the assurance 
that the scheme contained nothing that could deprive them of any 
right which they then possessed against anyone ; and thus the only 
portion of the proceedings of the meeting of any general interest 
is that which discusses the value, present and prospective, of the 
property, and the best method of making it commercially 
remunerative. t 

The announcement with which the Chairman of the debenture- 
holders’ committee opened the meeting, that they considered the 
soundest policy was to reconstruct the company and raise additional 
capital for carrying on the business, involved the consideration— 
firstly, whether the property is worth working; and, secondly, as- 
suming it to be valuable, how the necessary capital can be raised, 
To enable the meeting to decide upon the first portion of the ques- 
tion, Mr, Louth called upon the official liquidator to make his state- 
ment, whilst the data for arriving at a conclusion on the other were 
provided by the “scheme for reconstruction.” Mr. Kemp gave an 
account of his stewardship from his first appointment as receiver 
in August last, and his subsequent acts as official liquidator from 
the time of his appointment to that office until the present time. 
The affairs were in much confusion when he took them in hand, and 
there was no confidence in the officers at the property. At first, 
however, it was thought undesirable to remove them, but afterwards 
it was found necessary to dismiss them all. The company had not 
suffered from their dismissal, but at the time they were dismissed 
the price of oil was so low that operations had to be kept down as 
much as possible, although he had, in the interest of the debenture- 
holders, kept the concern as a going one. There is now just suffi- 
cient margin of profit to pay for the pumping of the wells, but not, 
at the present price of oil, for keeping the refineries going. The 
amount owing to creditors is between 8000/. and 90002, and this will 
comprise, independently of the debenture-holders’ claims, the entire 
liabilities of the company. His own opinion was that they might 
succeed in starting the company again, and working it for 20,000, 
Their assets in Canada consist of about 5000 acres of land, the value 
of which cannot be estimated; on it they have wells with plenty of 
oil, but at present prices it would not pay to bring it to market, 
Then, they had two refineries, with accessories, in London, which he 
had had valued, and found to be worth 2500/7. He had no doubt that 
the company would be worth carrying on. If they attempted to 
realise at the present time there would be a very small amount to 
distribute to the debenture-holders, but he thought that if they were 
to take the matter in their own hands, as they would do by the re- 
construction scheme, the result would be more favourable. 

The reconstruction scheme was no doubt less favourably received 
than it otherwise would have been owing to its having been drawn 
up in technical form, ready to submit for approval to the Master of 
the Rolls, and only placed in the hands of the debenture-holders at 
the commencement of the meeting; and, as the object of the meet- 
ing had been forgotten long before the time arrived for Mr. Munns 
to explain it, there was an utter want of discipline,and the meeting 
were well disposed to adopt the advice of the Rev. O. J. Vignolles, 
to be careful to “believe as little as possible about anything, and 
whoever might say it.” Briefly stated, however, the scheme is 
this. The present debenture-holders will take full control of the 
property, convert their own first charge into a second charge, and 
raise 30,000/, for paying off existing liabilities and carrying on the 
business by creating a new first charge upon the property. The 
present debentures are called A debentures, and those to be issued 
will be B debentures, Each A debenture will receive a new 30/, 
fully-paid share (to be called a B share) in lieu of the promised 
bonus of 30/, and of any interest due (coupons) up to date of B shares 
being issued, The A debentures will thenceforward be simple 12 per 
cent. second mortgage debentures. The existing shares (to be called 
A shares), are deprived of the right of voting at meetings for ten 
years. As the whole of the A shares are in the hands of the vendors 
or nominees, this practically excludes the vendor interest from all 
control, for ten years, and by keeping the original company alive, in- 
stead of dissolving it, any legal proceedings that could usefully be 
commenced in the interest of the capitalists who have really pro- 
vided the means of working the property could be carried on. There 
can be no doubt that the scheme isas good as any which, in the pre- 
sent state of affairs, could be suggested, and as the meeting resolved, 
upon the proposition of the Rev. C. J. Vignolles, seconded by Mr. 
J.S. Milnes, that the official liquidator should ask the sanction of 
the Court to submit the scheme to the debenture-holders, it may be 
hoped the concern will soon be relieved from its present difficulties, 








CASTING METALS.—Mr. W. HACKNEY, of the Landore Siemens- 
Steel Works, Swansea, has patented some improvements in ingot moulds for cast- 
ing steel and other metals. The invention relates to the construction of and means 
of securing stoppers at any required height in ingot moulds. The stopper is set 
in the mould, being held at the required height by hand or on a post, and is se- 
cured by driving a wedge between the side of the mould and a bow or rib project 
ing up from the stopper, or by a set screw, or by springs bearing with frictional 
pressure on the interior of the mould ; or, two of the edges of the stopper for a 
parallel mould being convexly rounded, the stopper is introduced freely in an ine 
clined position and jammed tight by a blow tending to level it. The height of ad- 
ing-post is varied by placing the mould on rings of various heights laid on the

floor at the bottom of the post. The edges of the stopper are made slightly be- 
villed or grooved to retain loam or other matter rammed in to prevent the forma- 
tion of a tin of metal round the stopper, which may be made with vent-holes,

ON METALS, 


In his second lecture, Dr. Percy further considered the subject of 
the metal CopPpER. Amixtureof metallic copper and sulphur, even 
at ordinary temperatures, will gradually combine, but far more ra- 
pidiy on being heated, and will form sulphide of copper, or as che- 
mists t ym it, bi-sulphide of copper, in which for every 64 parts by 
weight of copper there are 16 by weight of sulphur. It isa solid 
body, li’*e a metal in point of lustre, dark-grey in colour; this is the 
sulphide of copper, about which we shall have to speak. There is 
ancther sulphide, containing only half the weight of copper, which 
falls as a black powder when sulphuretted hydrogen is added to a 
solution of blue vitriol; if heated out of contact with the air it loses 
half its sulphur, and becomes converted into the first. If we take 
the sulnhide of copper (the one first spoken of), and heat it in a closed 
vessel, it undergoes no change at all, but if heated to a high tempe- 
rature in free contact with the air the sulphur burns off, and com- 
bining with the oxygen of the air forms sulphurous acid (like the 
fumes from acommon brimstone match). The copper likewise takes 
up oxygen, and if heated long enough and stirred up well as long as 
we can detect the presence of any sulphurous acid, becomes black 
oxide of copper. If we conduct this process at as low a temperature 
as possible, we form a certain proportion of blue vitriol; but if we 
heat it more strongly we avoid forming that compound, and finally 
have nothing remaining but the black oxide of copper. Now we 
come to an important point. If I take either the black or the red 
oxide of copperand mix it intimately with such a proportion of the 
sulphide of copper that the sulphur contained in the one and the 
oxygen contained in the other compound is just that proportion re- 
quired to form sulphurous acid, and then heat this mixture strongly 
ic ¢ closed vessel, this will be the result. The sulphur of the sul- 
phice will burn at the expense of the oxygen in the oxide, and the 
cu} per will be left in the metallic state, The two compounds mu- 
tally reduce each other. This is the change which lies at the base 
vf tie process of copper smelting, and a similar change at that of 
lead smelting. It does not matter which oxide we take, or blue 
vitri ‘1 will do, or a mixture of the three, provided they are mixed with 
the sulphide in proper proportion, and heated to the proper degree. 

If ve heat silica with black oxide of copper we forma compound 
beitw: en the silicon and the oxide of copper; it is not black oxide 
of eur perin this case, for that black oxide losesa portion of itsoxygen, 
and Lecomes converted into the red oxide—we get, in fact, a sili- 
cate of the red oxide of copper. Suppose now we take that body 
formed, and heat it with another composed of sulphurand iron (such 
as nay be made by heating a piece of iron up to high temperature, 
and then applying to it a roll of brimstone) in contact with the air, 
the following occurs:—The oxygen will leave the copper and go to 
the iron, and the silica will unite with the oxide of iron, and form 
silicate of iron; the sulphur will leave the iron to go to the copper, 
and we shall have sulphide of copper formed. 

If we take metallic copper, melt it, and keep it exposed to the 
air, oxide of copper is formed; but what is remarkable, the oxide of 
copper has the property of dissolving in the melted metal, and thereby 
changing its working qualities in a most remarkable degree. You 
cannot then hammer it either hot or cold; it breaks under the ham- 
mer, and the broken pieces show a colour and character different 
from that of an ordinary ingot of copper. It has a red colour, but 
verging towards purple, and there are none of those bright shining 
metallic grains which you see ina good piece of copper. There has 
been some difference of opinion as to the quantity of red oxide melted 
copper is capable of dissolving. From experiments made here some 
years ago, we found that in some cases the proportion might be 
10 per cent. of the oxide, and in some cases even more. When such 
copperis melted and ladled into an ordinary ingot mould, on cooling 
it will be found to have set with more or less of a furrow running 
down the middle of the ingot from end to end. The copper in this 
state is called in smelting works “ dry copper ;” it is quite unwork- 
able. If now we have a quantity (say, 8 tons) of the melted metal 
in a large furnace, if we cover the surface with smalJl coal or char- 
coal, and leave it for some time, that will remove the oxide of cop- 
per, tuking away the oxygen—that is, the oxide of copper will be 
reduced by the charcoal. To hasten the process it will be necessary 
to stir up the mass so as to bring more of the mass of metal into 
contact with the charcoal. The simple expedient for effecting this 
in copper works (refining works) is to take a long pole, about 15ft. 
long, of green wood, and plunge it into the midst of the mass of 
molten metal, and keep it there. The wood is rapidly charred ; 
there is a great quantity of vapour evolved, and, therefore, great 
ebullition or boiling takes place in the mass, and thus the copper is 
brought rapidly in contact with the overlying charcoal, and the re- 
duction of the oxide promoted, This operation is termed “ poling.” 
After the coal or charcoal has remained for a certain time, we will 
take out bits of metal to see what change has been effected, and test 
them by breaking them; and such atrial is made every time a mass 
of copper is refined. It isnot required to take the red oxide wholly 
out; we shall find by means of the trial pieces taken out time after 
time that the metal becomes more and more tough, more hammer- 
able, and at last the refiner says the copper has got its highest degree 
of toughness (he knows exactly trom experience when this point is 
reached); at that moment the operation of “ poling ” is stopped, the 
pole is removed, and the copper is ladled out into ingot moulds. 
In this state it is said to be at “ tough pitch,” and itis moulded into 
more or less square cakes, and called “ tough cape copper,” suitable 
fo. the coppersmith ; itcan be hammered out and rolled perfectly. 
In the ingots formed by this copper we shall no longer find the fur- 
row down the centre; it has set with a smooth face, and only a few 
civss wrinkles. If you try to break this copper with ahammer you 
will not succeed, whereas a smart blow would readily break the 
“dry’’ copper. When the former is broken, on examining the sur- 
face «f fracture, we shall see that the colour is a characteristic fine 
saimun-red ; it will have broken with an even surface (in the former 
case with a rough surface),and we shall perceive in the centre what 
ap; ear like small shining grains, but which really are small cavities 
brol:e1 across. Itis usual to add to the metal before lading into 
the moulds a certain quantity of lead—say, 14 lbs. to 8 tons of cop- 
per, thou.h in some cases when much foreign matter is present as 
much as 80 lbs, are added; the lead making the copper set with 
better face, and more soundly. 

Suppose, in the next place, we have kept the charcoal or coal too 
long on the molten copper, another kind of change will take place. 
When poured into an ingot mould we shall find it set with a ridge 
down the centre from end to end; it will again have become brittle 
and unworkable, and no longer hammerable. The colour will have 
changed to afine orange tint, and we shall observe tube-like cavities 
in the metal, as though some gas had escaped in the act of becoming 
solid ; it will appear coarsely fibrous; the metal is said to be “over 

oled.” There is considerable dispute as to the cause of this change. 
Ve made many experiments here some years ago on the subject. 
You must remember I am speaking to you of commercial copper, 
which is not perfectly pure; few men in the world have seen pure 
metals. In this operation of “ poling” we must only proceed to a 
certain extent with regard to taking out the oxide of copper ; if we 
destroy the whole of it, or reduce it to too low a percentage, we get 
“over poled” copper. “ Tough pitch” copper has 3 or 4 per cent. of 
red oxide in it, and it seems to be this red oxide which gives to the 
metal its workability or malleability. It has been said that “over 
poled” copper contains a larger percentage of oxide than we found, 
but I believe our results were correct as far as they went. I have | 
dwelt upon commercial copper. If we take chemically pure copper, | 
and expose it to charcoal at high temperatures, we cannot “over 
pole” it. ; 








Commercial copper contains certain foreign ingredients ; 
the conclusion is that when these are present, to neutralise their | 
effect upon the copper, we must have a certain proportion of red | 
oxide of copper in the mass. 

In the year 1848 I had the honour of giving a lecture on the sub- 
ject of copper smelting before the British Association at Swansea. 
I thought that I would prepare sundry specimens of copper, show- 
ins what would vitiate it. I got some “best selected” from the | 
; » . and melted it,and then I thought I would have some rolled, | 
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and so took it to a friend of mine at Birmingham for that purpose. 
To myastonishment this quantity of metal, after being melted, would 
not roll at all, but cracked in all directions. I found that the addi- 
tion of acertain quantity of various foreign ingredients, and notably 
asmall quantity of phosphorous dropped into it, produced a perfectly 
workable metal. A small quantity of arsenic did very well, but I 
do not think anything gave a sounder ingot than a small piece of 
phosphorous. If we take pure copper, and melt it under certain 
conditions —e.g., under a layer of charcoal—then we get a sound in- 
got, which will work admirably ; or, still better, if we take this pure 
copper and cast it in an atmosphere of coal gas, which we can do by 
having a hole in each end of the cover of the ingot mould, letting 
the gas stream in at one end, and burn as it issues at the other, and 
then pouring the molten copper down in the middle of the flame; 
in this way we can get a magnificent ingot; or even by melting it 
under charcoal, and pouring it into a mould, taking care to let the 
molten metal come in contact with as little air as possible. 

Perhaps it will have occurred to some of you that if the carbon or 
the charcoal united with the copper, as we know it does with iron, 
it might produce the effects of * over poled” copper. I made some 
experiments at one time on this subject; I took some finely divided 
copper, and mixed it with a large quantity of charcoal, so large a 
quantity of charcoal, in fact, that when I afterwards subjected the 
mixture to a temperature above the melting point of copper for a 
long time, the globules of melted metal could not fall down and 
form a layer at the bottom of the vessel, but would remain surrounded 
by carbon. If copper would combine with carbon, surely this is a 
condition in which the combination would take place. The pot was 
taken out of the fire, and allowed to cool, and then cast into an in- 
got; the ingot was most diligently searched for carbon, but nota 
particle could be discovered, so that we are warranted in believing 
that copper does not form a compound with carbon, and we cannot 
ascribe ‘“‘ over poling” to the presence of that body in the metal. 

An amount of phosphorous in copper equal to 4 per cent. makes 
the metal wholly unworkable while hot ; it becomes brittle or “ red 
short,” but it can be rolled when cold, The copper, by the addition of 
this small percentage of phosphorous, is greatly increased in strength. 
After I mentioned the fact many experiments were made at Wool- 
wich on this phosphorised copper, in hope of adapting it to guns, 
but it was not successful. By increasing still more the proportion 
of phosphorous to about | per cent., they nearly double the tensile 
strength of the metal. If you take some of this copper from the 
market, melt it, and pour it into a closed ingot mould, on cooling it 
will shrink or contract; but the ordinary copper, instead of shrink- 
ing, expands or rises up. Here is a bell, cast of aspecimen of copper 
to the amount of 11 per cent.; it is avery hard metal, nearly white, 
but tarnishes rapidly in air; this bell gives a good clear sound, but 
not equal to that of the regular bell metal, which is an alloy of cop- 
per, with about 24 per cent. of tin, When I showed the specimens 
of phosphorised copper to Mr. James (now Sir II. James), then chief 
engineer at Portsmouth Dockyard, he asked me to let him try the 
effects of sea water on them, and he found that of all the specimens 
that containing the most phosphorous was least acted on. Thereupon 
he madean application to the Lords of the Admiralty for experiments 
to be tried on a larger scale, which was granted,and I procured fur 
ther specimensfor him. In the course of the preparation they came 
to me,and said they could not roll the copper when hot, but at ordi- 
nary temperatures it rolled perfectly. Two buoys were covered, one 
with phosphorised and one with ordinary copper, and although, 
through some mistaks, they were painted, still it was found that the 
former was not acted on by the sea water so readily as the uther. 
Ilere are specimens of phosphorised metals from the International 
Exhibition of last year, said to be of gun metal, with a certain pro- 
portion of phosphorous, said to have greater hardness and greater 
strength than bronze, and can be used for cutting instruments, for 
pistols, &c., and are especially adapted for use in gunpowder works. 
Mr. Abel found that to get perfectly sound castings of phosphorised 
copper it was necessary to use a metal mould ; sand would not do. 

The presence of impurities in copper interfere with its power for 
conducting electricity ; the conducting power of pure copper being 
93, an addition of a small quantity of phosphorous brings it down 
to 7 or 10. A small quantity of arsenic dropped into melted copper 
has the same effect on the workability of the metal as phosphorous ; 
every specimen of copper occurring in commerce contains traces of 
arsenic, and sometimes more than traces; in some specimens of 
Spanish copper asmuchas 2 percent. Silica or sand isa compound 
of an element like a metal called silicon and oxygen; this silica has 
the property of combining with iron, and giving certain qualities to 
it; itisan almost invariable constituent in pig-iron. If you take 
common sand, and mix it with finely powdered metallic copper and 
charcoal, expose it to a high temperature so as to melt the copper, 
and the other constituents being present in such large proportions 
as to prevent the molten metal from sinking down and forming a 
layer at the bottom, the charcoal lays hold of the oxygen of the silica, 
and the silicon enters into combination with the copper. Here are 
specimens containing 2 per cent. of silicon; the compound is very 
tough, can be cast, and cast perfectly. If we have more silicon than 
this present we get a white, brittle, good for nothing metal. 








SOUTH MIDLAND INSTITUTE OF MINING, CIVIL, AND 
MECIIANICAL ENGINEERS. 

At a meeting of members, held in Wolverhampton, on Monday 
(Mr. H. BeckeETT, vice-president, in the chair), Mr. D. W. Lexrs, 
the secretary, announced a vacancy in the council, by reason of the 
removal to India of Mr. Walter Ness, as a Government mining 
officer; and Mr. Gleanie, a past councilman, was nominated by Mr. 
Stephen Watkins and Mr. J. Underwood, The single nomination is 
equivalent to the election, unopposed, of Mr. Gleanie, though the 
formal election will not have occurred till the next meeting of the 
institute. Mr. Richard Rowley, coalmaster, of March End, Willen- 
hall, was nominated as an ordinary member, and he will be elected. 

The SECRETARY announced that Mr, B. P. Walker, who was pre- 
paring a paper on “The Expansion of Steam,” was so desirous of 
bringing the subject before the institute in a manner that its im- 
portance and the position of the institute alike merited, that he 
was having prepared a number of diagrams fully to illustrate the 
communication, and should be prepared with the paper at the Feb- 
ruary meeting. 

Mr. LAXTON, in reply to the Chairman, said he understood that 
the sinking at Sandwell had got down toa depth of about 540 or 
more yards. Mr. S. FENN;sen., coalmaster, expressed his convic- 
tion that they would have to go down further yet before they 
reached the Thick coal. He believed that the company would have 
to descend a depth of from 450 to 500 yards before they touched it ; 
but that the coal was thereabouts he had no doubt whatever. He 
had himself sunk two pits at Mr. Dawes’s forge, and possessed, as the 
result of his own working, a good knowledge of the locality. He 
thought that the shaft was quite far enough away from the fault, 
which in its turn was, in his view, contemporaneous with the up- 
heavyal so well-defined about Walsall. On the side of the fault at 
which the Sandwell Company were sinking the coal was aitogether 
likely to be much lower where it first appeared than where, on the 
other side, the fault cut it off ; and contending, as he did, that the 
fault was an upheaval, and not an old Silurian bank, his contention 
was that there was not alone a downthrow on the Sandwell side, 
but likewise that the upheaval occasioned a lateral action, which 
had led to some of the coal being drawn further away from the 
fault before it settled down into the permanent bed in which Pro- 
vidence had placed it, a prize to encourage and, he firmly believed, 
reward the enterprize of the present age. He did not hesitate to 
believe that the coal which the company were seeking would be 
found, and that it would be proved to be underlying the great town 
of Birmingham. After some discussion on this and other topics 
of interest to mining engineers, the meeting terminated.

Mr. J. C, PARRy in the chair. 

Mr. E. T, R. WILDE (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting, and the report of the directors together with the accounts 
were submitted. 

The directors reported that the additional capital which was found absolutely 
necessary to carry the shaft down t» the lode has been provided by the recent al- 
lotment of 1000 further shares of 2/. each, and that active operations have been re- 
sumed. It is intended at once to complete the engine, and then continue the simk- 
ing to the lode. For want of funds, operations have not been pushed on for the last 
few monthis as actively as the directors would have wished, but considerable pro- 
gress was made during the past year in laying open the mine. 

Captains J. Goldsworthy and J. Bucknell, after reporting upon the work done 
during the year, state that the 12 heads of stamps have been erected, with water- 
wheel, 56 ft. high by 3 ft. breast ; also floors, burning-house, flues, ovens, &c, The 
40 in. cylinder pumping-engine has been taken down, and delivered on the mine, 
The engine house is built, and the heavy parts of the engine fixed (bob, cylinder, 
nozzles, cistern, Xe.), the remainder is being erected as fast as possible. The stack 
is completed, and the boiler-house and flues are now being built, and will soon be 
ready to receive the boiler. The necessary surface-work is being forced on as fast 
as possible. The shaftmen are busily engaged in fixing bearers, stays, &c., to re- 
ceive the rods and other work, so that no time will be lost in preparing the pit- 
work, and no delay caused in sinking the shaft. They look forward to meet with 
good results. 

The directors’ report further stated that the fully paid-up bonus shares will be dis- 
tributed among the subscribers to the last issue, in the proportion, as promised, of 
one for each two taken, so soon as the 2/. per share is ptid; and that the directors 
are prepared for a limited period to receive applications for the remaining 1000 
shares of the third issue, on the same terms as those lately allotted, 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the reception and adoption of the re- 
port and accounts, observed that, as they had had three or four meet- 
ings lately, it would not have been necessary to call them together 
upon the present occasion but for the circumstance that their Arti- 
cles of Association provided that annual meetings should be held. 
They had told them in their report that another 1000 shares had been 
subscribed for and allotted, and that they had re-commenced opera- 
tions at the mine. Their first efforts were being given to the come 
pletion of the machinery, and they would also concentrate their 
attention upon the sinking of the shaft. Until they reached the 
lode they would necessarily be without returns, and they would 
be very glad to have funds placed at their disposal, to enable them 

to carry on the works at the mine vigorously. This could be most 
readily done by the shareholders undertaking to subscribe for the 
remaining LOOU shares, as suggested in the report. He expressed his 
willingness to reply to any enquiry which the shareholders might 
wish to make, and concluded by formally moving that the reports 
and accounts be received and adopted.

Mr, Gray, in seconding the adoption of the report and accounts, 
remarked that at the last meeting they were 500. or 600/. in arrear 
to complete the payment of machinery ordered, and 1400/, or 15002. 
more would enable them to complete the engine, boiler-house, pump- 
rods, &e., as wellas to resume the sinking of the shaft, so as to reach 
the lode 12 or 15 fms. below where operations were suspended, He would remind 
them that the directors never held out a hope that with only 2000/. they would be 
able to do more than this. He stated emphatically at the last annual meeting that 
50007, would be necessary to bring the mine into a profitable position, and of that 
amount only 500/, had yet been subseribed, so that 1500/. more was required to 
complete their estimate.

Tle proceedings terminating with 
the usual complimentary vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors. 


GENERAL MINING COMPANY FOR IRELAND. 


The half-yearly meeting of shareholders was held at the offices of 

the company, Westmoreland-street, Dublin, on Monday, 
Mr. WM. R. FayLe in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN read the half-yearly report, from which we extract 
the following: 

“Tn furtherance of the decision arrived at when the proprietors last met together, 
the attention of the directors has been principa!ly given to the negociation of a sale 
of the company’s property, and they had hoped to have been able to report to you 
upon this occasion the conclusion of a moderately satisfactory arrangement. They 
regret, however, that they are not in a position to do so, and mainly because one of 
the contracting parties unaccountably withdrew trom the intended amalgamation 
at a very advanced stage in the preliminaries, thereby rendering for the present un- 
productive the labour and expense incurred by your directors in the negociations, 
It will, therefore, be necessary to open fresh communications with other parties, in 
order to make the contemplated sale. The price of spelter still remains ata re- 
munerative figure, and is likely to continue so, and if the mine was being worked 
and was yielding, as no doubt it would, calamine of the proper percentage, a ready 
and profitable sale could be had for all the ore with the spelter makers, with whom 
it stands in high repute. It is also gratifying to be able to refer to the fact that 
numerous enquiries for zinc oxide have been received this season, as showing that 
the directors’ efforts to establish a trade in the zinc oxide manufacture by the com- 
pany has been successful. With a good price from the spe'ter makers for the suit- 
able calamine, and a ready and profitable outlet for all the poorer ore raised in the 
manufacture, on a large scale, of oxide of zine, the directors have no reason to change 
their opinion that a company secured ina fair prospect of a return for future energy 
and outlay by an extension of the period of the lease, will find in Silvermines a 
mineral district that will well repay the working. During the progress of the 
negociations already referred to the directors applied to the landlord of Silvermines, 
Lord Dunally, on the subject of a new lease, and he kindly intimated his readiness 
to grant one, In compliance with the feeling generally expressed at the last meet- 
ing, the directors have for some time past discontinued all operations at the mine 
and zine oxide works, and the men employed at both places have been discharged. 
In considering the best mode of facilitating the proposed sale, the directors have 
arrived at the conclusion to recommend to the shareholders the voluntary winding- 
up of the company, and the appointment of liquidators, who will be in a position 
to transfer the property to a purchaser immediately the terms of sale agreed upon 
are approved of by the shareholders. In the meantime, it will be the duty of the 
liquidators to re ilise the other assets of the company, and to discharge the liabilities. 
When a sale of the mining interests of the company has been effected the surplus 
proceeds will be distributable amongst the shareholders not in arrear for calls, and 
it is hoped that the distribution to be so made will recoup the proprietors to some 
extent for the large sums expended by them in working the Silvermines property, 
which property the directors believe will yet become the scene of extensive and pro- 
fitable mining and manufacturing undertakings.” 

The CHAIRMAN moved the adoption of the report and statement of accounts. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. NoLAN, and unanimously passed. 

The CHAIRMAN said the meeting now became special, and it became his duty to 
move, formally, the adoption of the subjoined resolutions :— 

«That we, the members in this company, consider it expedient, and accordingly 
require, that the company shall be wound up voluntarily.”—“ That we appoint 
Lancelot Studdert, LL D, one of the directors, and Thomas Baker, the late secretary 
of the company, as the liquidators to act for the purpose of winding-up the affairs 
and distributing the property of thecompany. And we hereby empover them, at 
any time after the commencement of such winding-up, in case any creditor of the 
company to an amount exceeding 390/. shall so request of them, or they consider it 
expedient, to apply in the name of the company to the Court of Chancery to have 
the voluntary winding-up continued, subject to the supervision of that court.”— 
“That we hereby pame a sum of 150/. as the remuneration for the services of the 
liquidators in realising the outstanding assets (save and except the mining property, 
machinery, and plant), and discharging the liabilities of the company, and as the 
remuneration for the services of the liquidators in making a sale of the mining pro- 
perty, machinery, and plant, we hereby name a commission of 5 per cent. upon the 
net price to be obtained for same, such commission to be paid to or settled with the 
said liquidators in the same manner as the purchase-money shall be received from 
the buyers, and to be calculated only on the amount so to be received from the 
buyers, after deducting therefrom 3000/. ; both remunerations before- mentioned to 
be over and above the legal costs, and proper advertising and travelling expenses 
which the liquidators may incur or become li ible to pay, with a right, at the close 
of the winding up, to have the total remuneration increased to such amount as the 
shareholders assembled in general meeting may consider reasonable.”

Mr. HAm™onp said before the resolutions were passed he wished to ask a question. 
He perceived it was propose d to give 5 per cent. to the liquidators on the amount 
to be realised for the mines. 

The CHAIRMAN said it was understood that whatever was realised by the sale, 
whether in money or shares, the liquidators should reecive their percentage. The 
sum they were to have obtained for the mines left a sum of 15,000/. to be divided

Mr. HawMonp asked if he was to understand that the liquidators were to have 
their commission on that amount ?——The CHAIRMAN said if the; ¥F p ry realised 
that amount, less the 3000/. (referred to in the resolutions), they would be entitled to 
5 per cent. on everything, but if it fell short of that sum, they would only be paid

BELSTONE MINING COMPANY. 

The ordinary half-yearly general meeting was held yesterday at 
the offices, 2, Royal Exchange-buildings, 

Mr. JAMES WILSON in the chair. 

Mr. F. R. REEVES (the secretary ) read the notice calling the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the first business was to adopt the di- 
rectors’ report and accounts, after which they would proceed to the 
business of the extraordinary general meeting, the object of which 
was to consider the necessity of increasing the capital. Since this 
time last year they had raised about 130 tons of ore, but they had 
only raised that small quantity in consequence of the low price of 
copper. If the same price had existed throughout the past as ruled 
at this time last year the directors would not to-day be compelled 
to ask for an increase of capital. During the past year the quantity 
of copper ore sold had realised 7) )/.; but if the same price had con- 
tinued as during the previous year they would have had, with the 
large quantity which would have been raised, about 1500/, more than they now 
had. Since this time last year the directors had proceeded with the sinking of the 
main shaft, but some time after Midsummer they got on slowly, in consequence 
on the hard nature of the rock. He was happy to say they were now through the 
hard stuff, and had cut into a cross-cut, where the ground was softer, and there 
were large quantities of water issuing from it, and it was strongly impregnated 
with copper, which proved the correctness of Capt. Richards’ predictions, which 
would, no doubt, be fulfilled, as it showed they were near a rich body of ore.

He was disappointed that the directors were ob 
liged to ask for more money, About this time list year they were raising about 
étons of ore per week, and they were paying expenses out of the mine; but the 
price of ore suddenly fell, and some places in the mine were not profitable, and in 
those places ore was being raised almost at a loss.

THE DIAMOND ROCK-BORING COMPANY, 


The ordinary general meeting was held at the company’s offices, 
Westminster Chambers, on Wednesday, 
Mr. D. J. KENNELLY in the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting having been read, 

The CHAIRMAN congratulated the shareholders on the satisfactory 
position in which their property stood. The result of the years 
working showed that both in point of speed and in the fact that 
sample cores of the strata passed through were brought up, the 
diamond rock-borer stands pre-eminent, The capital being limited, 
the directors did not feel themselves justified in taking work on the 
Continent, except as introducing the system with a view to the formation of foreign 
companies, or to the disposal of the patents. The shaft-sinking machinery for the 
Harris’ navigation pits would shortly be in operation, they ouly awaiting comple 
tion of pumping gear. Similar remarks might be made as to the sub-aqueous con- 
tract with the Tees commissioners. The company had entered into a contract to 
continue the celebrated Sub-Wealden Exploration, near Battle. The hole had 
taken, by the old system of boring, 11% year to attain 300 ft., and it was antici 
pated the further distance of 700 feet would be reached by the diamond-drill in 
three to four months. The company had been in communication with Govern 
ment for the employment of a corporal and two men of the Royal Engineers, to 
assist in carrying out the Sub-Wealden Exploration—in order that the men might 
be tanght the system —anticipating the Government would use the machinery for 
work in the colonies and elsewhere. At the Clifton Tunnel the last junction of the 
headines had been made, and the tunnel now open the entire length. The report 
and accounts were then unanimously adopted. A dividend of 10 per cent. per 
annum on the called-up capital of the company was approved of, on the profits 
arising from the working for the year ending Dec. 31, and Messrs. Deloitte, Dever, 
Griffiths, and Co., were appointed auditors at a remunerrtion of 50 guineas.

THE RUABON MINERAL DISTRICT. 


For some time past a considerable amount of attention has been 
directed to the collieries of the Ruabon district, and some interest- 
ing particulars concerning a company working a large property in 
it—the Llay Hall Coal, Iron, and Fire-Brick Company—are given in 
Mr. E. J. BARTLETT’s pamphlet on “ Investments.” The company, 
which is constituted on the limited liability principle, with a capital of 75,000/., in 
shares of 10/. each, about one-half of which has been subscribed by the directors 
and their friends, possess a property consisting of nearly 700 acres, and estimated 
to contain upwards of 20,000,000 tons of coal.

per annum on the entire capital. There are, in addition, valuable sheet ro!ling- 
mills, and fire-brick and tile works, comprising an inexhaustible quantity of the 
finest description of fireclay, from both of which large auxiliary profits are ex 
pected (nearly 5000/, per annum, in addition tothe coal). A branch railway, con- 
necting the works with the Wrexham Mold and Connah's Quay Railway, is now 
in course of construction, and rapid progress in every department is being made.

THE ELGAR SILVER-LEAD MINING COMPANY. 

The following is a copy of the report on this mine made by Capt. 
JouN WILLIAMS, now and for many years agent for Messrs, John 
Taylor and Sons: 

“ Cumerfin Mine, Mirch 27.—In accordance with your instructions, T have very 
eavefully inspected the above property, and beg to hand you my report thereon. 
The mine is situated about 614 mileseast of the town of Aberystwith, and surrounded 
by some of the leading mines of the district, having the Great Esgair hir or Welsh 
Potosi Mine to the east, Vaughan and East Darren to the south-east, and joins the 
houndaries of Court Grange Mine and Mynydd Gorddu, being on the same lodes 
as the latter, the whole of which mines are in operation at this date. The sett is 
about 1 mile in length and 344 mile in breadth, and held on lease from Sir Pryse 
Pryse, Bart., at 1-l5th dues. A very powerful lode has been discovered traversing 
the sett in an east and west direction, and underlying south about 18 inches in a 
fathom. The workings hitherto at this mine have been ona very limited scale. A 
eross cut has been taken up from the base of the mountain and driven north into 
the hill 80 fis., interseeting the lode, which proved to be 3 yards wide, composed 
of clay-slate, quartz, blende, and good stones of lead ore. The adit level has been 
driven west of the cross-cut on the lode about 11 fathoms, the whole of which is 
through a very powerful and nice-looking lode, such as is seldom to be seen at that 
depth.

I really have not 
seen such a fine-looking lode at so shallow a depth for years. I should like to see 
the new shaft going down in the lode about 3 ft. west of the cross-cut, and I believe 
when the lode is fully opened out you willit find it just the same at other places.”)

[EXTRACTS FROM OUR MINING CORRESPONDENCE.] 


New Rosarto (Mexico).—The New Rosario Company’s mines are 
naturally exciting much attention in Mexico, where they are known, and where 
capitalists who are conversant with mines are thereby well qualified to judge of 
their prospects. Mr. John Potts, of the City of Mexico, a merchant of the highest 
character and standing there, has recently visited the company’s mine La Provi- 
deneia, and writes as follows :—‘‘ Lwent underground and examined the lode and 
the workings generally, and I must say that during all my experience I have never 
seen a more satisfactory undertaking, while I have rarely seen its equal, as regards 
width and qnality of vein.

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THE TERRIBLE MINE, COLORADO. 


Three miles from Georgetown is the Terrible Mine, owned and 
worked by the Terrible Mining Company of England. George Teal 
is the superintendent, and gives his close personal attention to the 
work. The offices and crushing and dressing works are located in, 
and near to the bottom of, the gulch, ina grove of young pines. 
For two months in the year the residents do not see thesun from their homes, they 
being entirely in the shadow of the Leavenworth Mountain. Five or six hundred 
feet north, up the face of Republican Mountain, is the mine. Its outerop is in 
the face of a stupendous granite cliff, which is cut in two by a deep gorge that 
comes down the mountain side. It was originally worked from the outerop, high 
up in the cliff. Later a tunnel was driven in from the foot of the cliff, which 
reached the vein in 340 ft., tapping it 300 ft. below its outcrop on the surface. A 
tramway with iron rails is laid down in the tunnel, as well as in the various levels. 
Little box cars pass back and forth thereon, carrying out ore and bringing in timber 
and other materials for the work in the mine. At the junction of the tunnel with 
the vein—which is at right angles—a monstrous room has been hewn out of the 
rock. It is 25 or 30 ft. wide, as many high, and nearly 100 ft. long. In it is a 12- 
horse power engine, which drives the hoisting and pumping machinery. The 
smoke stack winds its way upward through devious shafts and drifts, and finally 
emerges to daylight in about 300 ft. In the engine-room is the hoisting-shaft, 
the ladder-shaft, and the pump. To the right and left lead passage ways into 
the various chambers of the mine. It is a warm, pleasant place, lighted with lamps 
and candles; no gleam of daylighteverentersit. Hereall the workmen meet, and 
pass in and out to and from their work. : 

The mine is worked to a regular system or plan. The central shaft is the main 
artery, and it is ever going deeper; it follows the vein of mineral, which pitches to- 
wards the north-west, under the mountain, at an angle of about 16° from the perpen- 
dicular. At intervals of 60 ft. levels start out from the shaft rightand left, following 
thecourse of the veintowardsthe south-west and north-east; they are blasted through 
the solid rock and vein matter sufficiently large for men to work in conveniently, and 
for the accommodation of the railway track and passage of cars. There are now six 
levels, numbered from the top downward, first, second, &2. Between the second 
and third levels there is adeparture from the 60-ft. rule, that space being 80 feet. 
The sixth level is, therefore, 380 ft. below the surface of the ground : the central 
shaft is about 60 ft. deeper. The aggregate length of the six levels at present is 
2360 ft. The levels being run, mining proceeds upwards from them. When the 
roof becomes too high to work to advantage a floor of timber is yet in 6 or 8 ft. 
above the flocr of the level, and the loosened ore and rock fall down upon that. 
At intervals along its length openings are left and roughly timbered shutes are put 
in them, through which the ore passes whilst the worthless rock is left to fill up 
the worked-out chambers. The shute is kept closed until a car load of ore has ac- 
cumulated, when a ear is stationed under it, the door opened and the car loaded 
instantly. At intervals of 120 ft. in the levels, winzes, or supplemental shafts, are 
sunk from one level to another. These are for general convenience in working, to 
secure good air, and to multiply the means of exit in case of accident in any part 
of the mine. But very little water comes in, and that is collected in tanks and 
pumped from them to the surface. At present a small Knowles’ pump clears the 
mine in about 20 minutes pumping in each 24 hours. The Terrible Mine was 
sold to the English company in April, 1870. Since that date up to Nov. 1, 1873, it 
has sent to England 339 tons of first-class ore, worth on an average $500 per ton, or 
a totul of $169,625: 1474 tons of second class ore has been reduced at Georgetown, 
giving $147,4000. There remains on hand at the mine 2610 tons of third-class ore 
(smalls), estimated worth $15 per ton, or $39,150; 1000 tons of third-class rock, 
estimated worth $10 per ton, giving a grand total of $166,175. The product this 
year has been 744% tons of first-class ore shipped to England, and worth $650 
per ton, or $48,262°50; 186 tons of second-class ore, treated at Georgetown, and 
yielding $530 per ton, or $24,180°50 ; 1063 tons of third-class ore concentrated, and 
the product sent to England, yielding a total of $14,882, and 669 tons of fourth- 
class ore on hand for concentration, estimated to be worth $10 per ton, or $6690. 
Giving a grand total for the year of 394015. The English company began work 
with a heavy debt upon the mine, which is now entirely paid off. Work in the 
mine is done entirely by contract at so much per fathom. At the mouth of the 
mine or tunnel the ore is dumped fromthe cars upon a platform, or if the weather 
is bad into an ore-house, where it is assorted into the various classes. The worth- 
less rock is thrown over the dump, and the ore is sent down to the offices and 
dressing works at the foot of the mountain in iron cars that traverse an rial tram 
way, made of wire cables suspended from lofty supports of framed timbers. There 
are 725 ft. of these suspended railways, and the cost of transportation over them is 
not more than 1-10th of the expense of hauling the ore down in wagons. There is 
now exposed in the various levels, drifts, and shafts of the mine rich mineral 
enough for one year's stoping, and it can be made to yield 40 tons of ore per day. 
There are now employed 68 men, but the average number during the year has been 
but 28. The first class ore has increased in value about 2 ozs. of silver per ton for 
each foot of additional depth gained. Itaverages now in the lowest workings from 
600 to 700 ozs. tothe ton. The highest assay ever abtained was 14,470 ozs. to the 
ton, or about $16,640°50. The hoisting-engine in the mine consumes 114 cords of 
wood per week, at a cost of about $7 per cord. Ore-dressing thus far has been en- 
tirely by hand and with the old Cornish hutch jig. The third and fourth class ores 
thus handled are usually thrown away, but in this case the profit was simply enor- 
mous. Ata cost of $4000 for machlnery and labour, over 314,000 was realised. The 
result has been so satisfactory that next year extensive dressing works will be put 
in operation. For this purpose the water-power adjacent to the present works is 
being improved. With less than 300 ft. of fluming, 21 ft. fall is secured, and « 32-in. 
turbine wheel gives 30-horse power. These works are now in progress, and they 
will have a capacity of 40 tons per day.—Hocky Mountain News, Dec. 24. 





THE MINEs OF UTAH.—The more encouraging prospects at Emma, 
reported by our Salt Lake Correspondent on Jan. 3, and referred to 
in last week’s Mining Journal, continued at the date of the last ad- 
vices, and the Emma discovery has caused quite a revival at Alta, 
and the mines are said to be looking better that ever they did before. 
The rich strike in the lower levels of the Emma Mine is well authenticated. In- 
formation obtained /rom the miners who are employed in the mine states that the 
litnestone formation has been passed through, and that the ledge was found en 
closed in granite walls, showing a true fissure vein 13 ft. in width, giving an average 
assay of $1200 per ton. The Davenport has virtually closed for the winter, not on 
account of the scarcity of ore, but because they are quarreling in England as to who 
shall have the control of one of the best properties in this country. If this mine 
could be transferred to the hands of San Francisco men dividenis would be de 
clared in 30 days. The mine is a good one, but the management has been poor, or 
else there has been sharp practice. The annual statement of precious metals pro- 
duced in States and Territories west of the Missouri river, including British Co- 
lumbia, during 1873 shows that, as compared with the preceding year, there is an 
aggregate increase of more than $10,000,000. Arizona, California, British Columbia, 
Oregon, Washington, Idaho, and Montana decrease. Nevada, Utah, and Colorado 
increase. The increase in Nevada alone is nearly $10,000,000, the total product in 
which about equals all the others, the total produce of the several States and 
Territories being $72,258,693. It is only some three years since that miners 
began in earnest to mine in Utah, lack of railroad facilities for transportation pre 
venting its possibility before, and to day there is no shaft in the Territory down 
1000 ft., thongh some have reached (say) from 300 to 500 ft. And yet men talk of 
Utah mines, and of their non-productiveness, with this exceedingly partial develop- 
ment, while the Territory stands third for the year just closed in the list of States 
and Territories west of the Missouri asa producer of valuable minerals. The Flag- 
staff is soon to commence shipping 30 tons perday. A new force of men has been 
put on the works, and the tramway is being putin order. Nevada stands first, 
but mark what statistics reveal. The Comstock ledge alone, with its 43 located 
claims, is valued at over $60,000,000 ; and this ledge in 1873 paid dividends to the 
amount of $14,210,500. A 1200-ft. level is nothing strange in the Comstock, ind 
yet men are squirming at the non-productiveness of Utah mines when they hava 
only jnst scratched the surface. 








THE MINES oF UTAH—IMPORTANT MEMORIAL TO CONGRESS, 
—The new year has begun well for the mining development of Utah, an influen- 
tial meeting having been held to consider what would be the proper steps to take 
to present before Congress and the Legislature the great advantages that wouid 
accrue to the territory and to the nation by the establishment of a United States 
Mint in Salt Lake City, and a thorough geological survey of the territory, by which 
its wealth may be known to the world, and thus industry be properly fostered and 
protected. An interesting paper by Prof. Clayton on the advantages of the survey 
was read, and a committee, consisting of Generals Connor and Barnum, Major 
Hempstead, Profs. Clayton and Carrington, and Messrs. Chambers, McCormick, 
Henry Sewell, and Coldbath were appointed a committee to prepare a memorial to 
Congress for the establishment of the mint, and the necessary appropriation for 
this general survey. It was decided that as soon as the committee had prepared 
the memorials a public meeting should be held to discuss them. 





THE EmMMA.—From a reliable and worthy citizen of Alta, we are 
enabled to obtain a few facts in regard to the celebrated Emma Mine. The mine 
has reached a depth of 500 feet, and is in granite formation. The recent rich strike 
was made in this formation. The body of ore is 20 feet, and the ore assays $1675 
silver, and 23 per cent. lead, and is increasing in richness; 75 men are employed at 
present, working eight and ten hours shifts. The second-class dump has turned 
out three grades of ore, averaging as high as $150. Work is being prosecuted lively, 
and the Emma bids fair to surpass the expectations of its most sanguine friends 
this season, and redeem the fair name of our Utah mines.—Salt Lake Herald.

Whether considered in relation to the security of capital 
invested, or merely as to the remunerative nature of the annual income which 
may be secured by a careful selection of stocks, the fact is that mining adventure | 
offers the most tempting inducements to the investing community of any other 
form of joint-stock enterprise. The pamphlet is well worthy of careful perusal.

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THE TIN TRADE. 


tO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL, 


Srr,—At the close of the year it is equally interesting and im- 
portant forall concerned to review the result of the year’s operations. 

The time has gone by when “averages” of the past can be taken 
as any safe guide for the future; but the actual supply and con- 
suinption of 1873 may be taken as the basis upon which to estimate 
the probable production and requirements of 1874 

It is unimportant for this purpose to consider the detail of con- 


}sumption and export; it is sutlicient to show, by the undernoted 


figures, that the stock of Dee. 8b was 2500 tons in excess of Jan. 1 
1875. Such increase of stocks simply means that within the year we | 
have received from all sources 2000 tons more tin than was required 
for all purposes, 

It may be taken for granted that the usual supplies of English | 
Banca and Billiton will be maintained, and we have then only to | 
consider the prospects of supply from Australia and the Straits. The 
supply of Straits tin in 1873 was 38000 tons short of 1871, and 2400 
tons less than in 1872, such deficiency arising, as it is understood, | 
from riots and native troubles in Laroot. If (as seems probable | 
from the nature of these disturbances, and from the actual ship- 
ments for the last three months from the Straits) the wswal supply 
is maintained for this year, we shall in 1874 receive 2700 tons more 
Straits tin than in 1873. 

It is extremely difficult, if not impossible, to form any reliable 
estimate as to the future of supply from Australia, where immense | 
deposits of surface ore exist, and which, in spite of a comparatively 
heavy land carriage, can be put on board at a dower cost than from | 
any other known source of supply. | 

The quantity actually received in England from Australia in 1873 | 
amounted to a quantity of 3000 tons of pure tin, as against 250 tons | 
in 1872, the year closing with a floating total of 1000 tons, proving 
beyond a doubt that these mines are being vigorously and success- | 
fully opened, with every prospect of a permanent and heavy supply. 
Estimating foreach month of this year only Aa/f the quantity of tin 
afloat in December, Australia would in 1874 send us 6000 tons. 

It is also well known that further supplies of importance may in 
this year and subsequently be expected from Tasmania, where large 
discoveries of ore have taken place. Itis stated that eventually such 
supplies will in quantity exceed those from Queensland and New 
South Wales, and that 60 per cent. ore can be shipped at 25/, per ton. 

With such possible events in view it seems to be unlikely that 
stocks can decrease or prices advance ; on the contrary, it seems to 
be a certainty that stocks will increase, and that prices must decline 
until a reaction occurs from a reduced production. Those mines 
which produce the cheapest will be able to resist the longest, those 
where costs are excessive must be the first to submit.

THE COMMITTAL OF MINERS’ LEADERS FOR CONSPIRACY. 

There is lamentation in the camp of a vast horde of workers, as 
well as amongst the suttlers that are always to be found preying 
upon the actual fighting men. The chief of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Miners, the chosen leader of more than 100,000 men, has 
been taken captive. along with his staff, and is to be tried for con- 
spiring against the public weal. Never was man in a more unfor- 
tunate plight than Mr. Tomas HALLipAy, the President of the 
association alluded to. Endowed with very little education, and by 
no means @ good mob orator even amongst the most ignorant, he is 
avery ambitious man. Years since he found it more profitable and 
pleasant to set up as a professional agitator than to work at the coal 
“face,” so that it is now a very long time indeed since he has done 
anything more laborious than travel from place to place fcr the pur- 
pose of addressing meetings with the assumed object of redressing 
the wrongs of those who maintained him in luxurious idleness. 
Those wrongs, it is almost needless to say, were more imaginary 
than real, and the changes effected in consequence were, as a rule, 
more disadvantageous to the poor dupes who gloried in being termed 
Unionists than otherwise. Such was the case not so very long since 
in South Wales, where thousands of men were kept with their 
families in a state of semi-starvation, whilst the leaders they paid 
were living in the greatest luxury. Emboldened by success, how- 
ever, so far as regards the applause of those who tolerated him as a 
leader, Mr. HALLIDAY’S ambition increased so rapidly that he ma- 
naged to get a number of the miners of Merthyr to nominate him as 
a candidate for the representation of that place in Parliament. For 
some time past everything went on well, but, like many other mat- 
ters , it appears that the course of ambition does not always run 
smoothly, for the candidate for Merthyr appeared in a very different 
position before the Burnley magistrates last week, when he had tu 
answer # charge of conspiracy. <A prima facta case appears to have 
been made out against him for he, as well as others, was com- 
mitted to take his trial at the next Assizes, to be held shortly in Man- 
chester. This would be a position sufficient to almost overpower a 
man of ordinary sensitiveness, but Mr. HALLIDAY is not likely to 
let such a trivial circumstance cause him any great trouble. Yet, 
so faras he is concerned, the question is one of “ Parliament or 
prison,” the chances being in favour of the latter. 

With respect to the charge of conspiracy against the President of 
the Amalgamated Association and other of the officials, it may be 
said to have arisen from a strike which took place at several of the 
collieries in the Burnley district some five months since. Certain 
demands were made by the miners with regard to the weighing of 
coal at the pit-bank, as well as regard other matters, which were not 
complied with. The men then struck, and have since remained out, 
being supported by the association. One of the largest firms in the 
Burnley district, the executors of the late Mr. HARGREAVES, who 
are the owners of the Bank Hall, Boughton, Rowley, Cornfield, 
Keedly, Habergham, and other collieries, determined to be entirely 
independent of Unionists. For that purpose they sent an agent 
down to Cornwall, who engaged several hundred men who had been 
working in the metalliferous mines at comparatively low wages. 
They went to Burnley, where their wages ranged from 2/, to 2/. 10s. 
per week. The Miners’ Association of Lancashire, finding that unless 
an effort was made a colony of Cornish colliers would de established 
in their midst, determined to make the residences of the southerners 
anything but agreeable, and to get quit of them agreed to pay their 
fares to the place from whence they came. Now, the mere fact of 
paying the fare of a workman from one place to another would not 
in itself be illegal, but when a man is enticed away from his em- 
ployment without fulfilling the contract he entered into with his 
employer it is anentirely differentthing. True, it may be that Mr. 
HALLIDAY asked the Cornish men if they were under contract, and 
if they were, advised them not to break it. But that makes no dif- 
ference whatever, seeing that the Miners’ Association was not the 
tribunal for considering any matter of dispute. The result was 
that a number of the men left their work, many of them without the 





slightest notice, and had{their fares paid to their former homes. | 
We do not say that the Union leaders were thoroughly aware when | 
they paid money to the non-Unionists that they were breaking the 
law. Still thé magistrates at Burnley on Saturday last were of | 
opinion that a prima facia case had been made out against Mr. 
HALLIDAY and others, and committed them to take their trial at 
the next Assizes to answer a charge of conspiracy. 

The paying of men who take the place of Unionists back to their 
homes has long been practised in many trades, but in the great 
majority of cases it is illegal. In the well-known and oft-quoted 
case of the QUEEN v. ROWLAND and others, where the workmen of 
the Messrs. Perry, tin-plate workers, of Wolverhampton, were en- 
ticed away from their employment, whilst others, brought from a 
distance by the firm, had their fares paid to return to their homes, 
the judge held that there was evidence to go to the jury, although 
the only overt acts of conspiracy against the defendants were “ Acts 
of persuading men whilst the strike was going on to leave the 
Messrs. PErRy’s employ Without using threats or intimidation.” 

As laid down by our most eminent judges, the crime of conspiracy 
consists of two elements—an intention, and an agreement made by | 
two or more persons to execute it ; the intention being to use means | 
i The late 





Lord Chief Justice ERLE says: 

“It is clear that action lies for causing loss of service by enticing away servants | 
from their hiring, and, by analogy, there should bea remedy for preventing hiring 
by obstructing for a malicious purpose the free course for the supply of labour. If | 
the same reasoning be correct, an indictment might be sustained against a single 
person for obstructing the free course of trade.”

work whilst under contract by two or more individuals is a con- 
spiracy ; and very properly so too, otherwise a powerful organisation 
of men might, by withdrawing all workmen, entail absolute ruin 
upon an employer. It is also necessary that it should be so in the 
interests of non-Unionists workmen, who should be allowed to sell 
their labour wherever they pleased, and be protected i A the law in 
doing so. Such was the law laid down by Mr. BARON BRAMWELL, 
in the case of the trial for “picketing ” in connection with the tailors 
strike in London in 1867, when he said— 

‘* The liberty of a man’s mind and will to say how he should bestow himself and 
his means, his talents and industry, was as much a subject of the law’s protection 
as was that of his body. If any set of men agreed among themselves to coerce the 
liberty of mind and thought by compulsion and restaint they were guilty of a 
criminal offence—that of conspiring against the liberty of those towards whom 
they so conducted themselves.” 


It will be seen that many acts committed by Miners’ Associations 
have brought them within the meshes of the law of conspiracy, and 
although they may have erred from ignorance of the law that plea 
will not now be admitted in the future. It is to be hoped that the 
result of the trial of Mr. HALLIDAY and his friends will have the 
effect of preventing a recurrence of those acts which have not only 
been injurious to the employers but also to the workmen, between 
whom we should like to see an effort made by Trades Unions to cul- 
tivate a cordial understanding, instead of a decided estrangement, 
We have no desire to see the men who have been committed for trial 
consigned to prison; at the same time, we think it necessary that the 
law should be vindicated in the interests of the freedom of labour 
and capital—the rights of the employers and employed.

RUSSIAN METALLURGICAL AND MECHANICAL INDUSTRY, 


Renewed efforts are being made by the Russian Government to 
increase the importance and extend the operations of the mechanical 
and metallurgical interests of Russia. Thus a conference of loco- 
motive manufacturers and railway plant builders has been recently 
held at St. Petersburg, to concert measures for giving a decided 
stimulus to their operations; and the gathering in question appears 
likely to be attended with valuable and practical results. The 
Russian Government has offered to three Russian establishments 
—the works of General MALTzoFF, of Briansk ; the Koloma Works 
of Messrs. STRUVE BroTHERS, of Moscow; and the Alexandrowsky 
Mechanical and Metallurgical Works, at St. Petersburg—-to give 
them an immediate order for 450 locomotives, to be divided between 
them, and to be executed in the course of six years. The Russian 
Government has also offered to give out an immediate order for 
9000 trucks, to be divided between the works of Messrs. Rau and 
Co., of Warsaw, and the Koloma and Briansk Works. A special 
and express condition upon which these contracts are given out pro- 
vides that the whole of the plant in question is to be constructed in 
Russia itself, and that it is to be constructed of exclusively Russian 
Thus the iron, steel, brass, &c., employed—as well rough 
as worked—are to be exclusively of Russian origin. In order to 
comply with this vital condition, it will be necessary for the works 
in question to make a heavy expenditure for the establishment of 


| rolling-mills, for machinery for making tyres and axles, and for 


other apparatus, Further, the production of steel on a great scale, 
either by the SiEMENS or BESSEMER processes, will have to be or- 
ganised without delay. In order to assist the Russian industrials to 
make the outlay in question, the Russian Government has offered to 
makeeach locomotive building firm acash advance of 300,000 roubles, 
or about 40,000/,, and to each wagon building firm an advance of 
200,000 roubles. or about 27,200. These advances are to be repay- 
able in the course of six years, in proportion as the work ordered is 
delivered. The Russian Government has also offered to the indus- 
trials whom it seeks to encourage to make them an advance equal 
to one-half the total deliveries which they engage to make in the 


| course of the first year. This advance would about represent half 


the value of 25 locomotives, or the value of 250 trucks. 
In addition to the orders to which we have thus far been direct- 


| ing attention, the Russian Government proposes to give out an order 


for 2500 trucks and 500 passenger carriages to the works of the 
Komissaroff School, at Moscow, upon somewhat analogous conditions 
MM, VANDER-ZIEPEN, of Riga, have 
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solicited from the Russian Government an order for 5000 trucks, 
and their application will probably be acceded to, to some extent. The 
prices offered by the Russian Government for the locomotives for 


which it proposes to give orders are 850 roubles, or about 117/. 6s., 


per ton for locomotives of 29 tons and upwards, and 880 roubles, or 
about 1217. 8s., per ton for locomotives of from 27 to 29 tons, The 
rate paid for a 29-ton engine will thus be about 3400/., and for a 
27-ton engine about 3276/. The rates to be paid for the trucks pro- 
posed to be ordered range from 156/. to 187/. per truck. Having 
regard to the advantage resulting to locomotive and plant manu- 
facturers from the system of making partial payments in advance, 
it appears probable that the firms to which the Russian Government 
has been making encouraging advances will realise excellent profits 
from the work offered to them. It seems tolerably certain, indeed, 
that if the industrials of Russia accept the proposals and conditions 
which are now offered to them, a series of new industries will be 
created in Russia, to the detriment of countries which have hitherto 
suppiied, on a comparatively large scale, the considerable require- 
ments of the CzAnr’s vast empire. 

It is interesting to note that the present advisers of the Emperor 
ALEXANDER II. seem really disposed to encourage the national in- 
dustry of Russia, and to indulge to a less extent than hitherto in 
dreams of territorial aggrandisement, such as those which almost 
from time immemorial have been attributed to Russian statesmen. 
Russia is large enough and powerful enough in all conscience, and 
the CzAr’s ministers will be wise in their generationif they endeavour 
manfully to develope the material resources and increase the social 
welfare of the vast territories the affairs of which they administer. 
The British iron trade will probably, however, scarcely view the de- 
velopment of Russian metallurgy with quite the complacency with 
which it would be regarded by the Czar’s cabinet. 








THE ALMADA AND TIRITO SILVER MINING COMPANY. 

We refer our readers to the very important information given by 
this company, and which appears in this week’s Journal, relative to 
the discovery of the Mina Grande lode in the shaft now clearing on 
that section of the company’s property. It appears that the lode 
where at present seen is 14 ft. wide, and the ore of a far higher ley 
than that worked in the Providencia and Tirito sections of the pro- 
perty. The information received from Mr. Clemes tallies with that 
given in 1864 by Signor Almada relative to Mina Grande ore. He 
then said—‘* The metal I have mentioned, and gave Judge Botts to 
assay, which is the same as occurs so abundantly in the lower levels 
of the mine, he assures me were assayed by a competent German 
assayer, and he pronounced them to produce $360 per ton.” We 
shall look with great interest for the next advices from Mr. Clemes, 
as, should the ore continue in the Mina Grande of a similar cha- 
racter to that at present reported on the profits of the company, 
already equal to 10 per cent. on the capital, will be very largely 
augmented. The present and future prospects of the company are 
certainly of a highly encouraging character. 








THe Rio Tinto Minks.—We are requested to correct one or two 
inaccuracies in the article referring to these mines, published in last 
week’s Journal. Although the Consul at Cadiz is altogether uncon- 
nected with the Rio Tinto Company, we were not quite justified in 
attaching importance to the writer of the letter being entirely “dis- 
interested,” inasmuch as Mr. Sundheim, the Consul at Huelva, is the 
partner of Mr. Doetsch, through whose exertions the company was 
first contemplated, We willingly make the correction, but may add 
that Mr. Sundheim is well known as a man of probity and honour, 
and as one who would not in an official report such as that in ques- 
tion take the opportunity for private ends to say a single word that 
could not be verified by facts. We are also desired to state that we 
have understated the results, the Swansea shipment to which we 
referred not having been the first, but the siath, received from the 
mines. It is, however, the first cargo bya steamer bought specially 
for the trade. If the secretary of the company would kindly for- 
ward for publication abstracts of advices and statements of ship- 
ments from the mines it would be satisfactory to the shareholders, 
and render such corrections unnecessary. 





THE GOLD MINEs OF VicTor1a.—Reports of the Mining Surveyors 
and Registrars for the quarter ending Sept. 30, for a copy of which 
we are, as usual, indebted to the Secretary for Mines, Mr. R. BrouGu 
SMyTH, shows that the total quantities of gold got were fromallu- 
viums 127,086 ozs, 9 dwts., and from quartz 164,774 ozs. 18 dwts.: 
together 291,861 ozs. 7 dwts. The quantity of gold exported, ac- 
cording to returns of the Commissioner of Trade and Customs,"was 
204,787 ozs. 3 dwts. There were 51,874 miners employed, and the 
approximate value of the mining plant in use was 2,127,6054. The 
number of square miles of auriferous ground actually worked upon 
was 10484, and there were 3307 distinct quartz reefs now actually 
proved to be auriferous. 





CoAL IN IRELAND.—Some facts of great interest respecting the 
Trish coal fields have been recently communicated to the Geological 
Society of Ireland in a paper read by Mr. J. M‘Meadows. It appears 
that one seam in the Kilkenny coal mines, the Three-feet seam, was 
exhausted about 25 years ago, and had yielded an aggregate quantity 
exceeding 13,000,000 tons. With regard to the future out-turn, the 
writer of the paper states that the first workable seam is the Jarrow, 
or Four-feet seam, which may be regarded as the principal source 
of future supply. Several workings have already been opened upon 
it. The next seam below the Jarrow is known as the Rushes, and 
this also has been worked at several points. In the Leinster coal 
fields the present output is at the rate of 80,000 tonsa year, and the 
coal is entirely anthracite or smokeless. The position of the miners 
in these fields is not equal to the average position of agricultural 
labourers, The report of the Royal Commissioners estimates the 
total quantity of coal in this district at 75,000,000 tons, of which 
two-thirds are considered to be available. What these coal fields 
need most of all is their connection by rail with the rest of the 
country. It was stated in the discussion upon the paper that in the 
planning of the Irish railway system the possibility of coal reaching 
such a price that it would pay to develope these mines appears not 
to have been foreseen. 


CoAL ON THE CONTINENT.—In consequence of new works which 
have been carried out, and in consequence also of increased railway 
facilities, the coal production of the Pas-de-Calais and the Nord 
(France) is expected to be increased this year 1,500,000 tons, as com- 
pared with 1873. Coal stocks are increasing in Belgium. The pro- 
duction of the Ruhr basin is further growing rapidly. 


_ AMERICAN CoaL.—The exports of coal from the Cumberland mines 
in the State of Maryland increased last year to 69,546 tons, as com- 
ared with 54,363 tons in 1872. The total of 69,546 tons, established 
or last year, was made up as follows:—To the Pacific Coast, 6021 
tons; to Aspinwall, 600 tons; to Brazil, 898 tons; to the British 
North American provinces, 1518 tons; and to the West Indies, 60,509 
tons. The corresponding movement to the West Indies in 1872 did 
not exceed 30,183 tons. 

COAL AND IRON IN THE UNITED STaTEs.—The Honeybrook Coal 
Company, whose stock is principally owned by the Central Railroad 
Company of New Jersey, has purchased all the coal lands of the 
Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company in the Wyoming region, 
amounting to about 7000 acres; also the Hanover and other coal 


lands from Mr. Charles Parrish and others, amounting to about | 


2000 acres more. They have further leased all the Lehigh Coal and 
Navigation Company’s mines and fixtures at and about the Summit 
Hill in Carbon and Schuykill counties. They have also agreed to 
merge with the Wilkesbarre Coal and Iron Company. The produc- 
tion of the Cumberland coal mines in the State of Maryland during 
1873 shows a steady increase, as compared with 1872. The amount 
forwarded by the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal to Georgetown and 
Washington was 779,868 tons; and by the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road to Baltimore, 1,972,319 tons—making an aggregate of 2,752,178 
tons, against 2,268,694 tons in 1872, showing a net increase for the 
past year of 483,484 tons. The production of coal in Pennsylvania 


| last year, as nearly as can be estimated, appears to have been 
| 22,989,492 tons, against 21,573,187 tons in 1872, showing an increase 
| last year of 1,416,305 tons.

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 

Jan. 29.—We are too busily engaged in electioneering this week 
to have much leisure for ordinary matters of business. Almost 
every constituency in the county will be contested, according to 
present appearances, with the exception of West Cornwall, where 
it is taken for granted that Sir John St. Aubyn and Mr. Pendarves 
Vivian will be undisturbed. They have both rendered valuable aid 
in all matters of mining legislation. Sir Frederick Williams again 
stands for Truro, and Mr. Brydges Willyams, it is understood, for 
East Cornwall. With these two exceptions neither of the candidates 
for the representation of the various seats in the county can be said 
to be connected with its peculiar industry ; and, indeed, there is a 
dearth of local candidates, which, utterly independent of any party 
considerations, is most to be regretted. The county loses in Mr. 
H. C. Lopes, formerly member for Launceston, a gentleman who has 
paid much attention to mining matters; and it is understood that 
Mr. Magniac, who has likewise largely interested himself in these 
questions, does not contest St. Ives. Cornish members have always 
pulled together when anything affecting the interests of mining is 
under discussion ; but it is, in our thinking, much to be regretted 
that the peculiar conditions of mining industry should not have 
more direct representatives. There are a scoreof gentlemen in the 
county admirably qualified both to represent mining and to take a 
prominent place in the deliberations of Parliament, yet candidates 
have had to be brought on both sides from the other end of the 
kingdom. This is a great pity. 

Nobody exactly seems to know what has become of the smelters’ 
“ying.” Some say it has been broken up; but that as a question of 
fact seems exceedingly doubtful. There isa great difference between 
de facto and de jure sometimes, and this may be one of the occasions. 
The only thing that is certain is that tin is down another couple of 
pounds, although no official quotations have been issued. We fail 
here to see any special conditions which should bring about this 
result. If it is intended as an answer to the practised and threat- 
ened “ stocking,” it is likely to fail of its purpose. Capt. Boyne for 
one is too resolute to be easily frightened. And our advice to share- 
holders in established mines would be that they should not be 
frightened either. 

Every now and then illustrations of the uneconomical manner in 
which our mines are worked turn up. Now it is stated that Mr. 
Alfred Lanyon has sold large quantities cf tin from the surface of 
Balleswidden. Lucky for him, but did not the shareholders ought 
to have had it? There is too much about of the rule of thumb. 

We have had some interesting revelations of the way in which 
some hundreds of our miners Were induced to go to the colliery dis- 
tricts. In the course of the Trade Union trial, which last week took 
place at Burnley, the evidence of the recruiting agent is instructive. 

His account was that when “He was acting as recruiting sergeant for miners in 
Cornwall he had never offered the men 2/. a week, or 10/.a month. What he did 
say was the men would get that sum if they earned it. Did not ask the managers 
of the Cornish mines if they were willing the miners should go, for he thought it 
quite right to take them away if they wished to go. Witness did not receive any 
remonstrance from the Cornish mineowners for taking the men away. He used to 
bring all the men from the various Cornish districts to Liskeard, and accompanied 
them in the train part of the way. He always stood beer and bread and cheese for 
the men. In one or two individual instances he might have given men drink on 
the journey to keep up their spirits. He made two journeys to Cornwall to get 
650 men. There was no condition in the agreement which the men signed against 
their becoming members of Trades Unions. He did not remember any instance 
in which a man who had been drinking signed an agreement. The executors never 
had any written contracts until the lock out. He did not know that it was neces- 
sary in order to bind people for more than a year that the contracts should be in 
writing. The contracts are not signed by anyone on behalf of the executors. He 
employed two agents in Cornwall, to whom he paid 5s, a head for every miner they 
brought to him at Liskeard.” 

In this case, as in many others, Cornish miners have at length found 
out “That all is not gold that glitters,” and that many of them, 
perhaps the bulk, would have done better if they had remained at 
home. We want them badly enough. There are dozens of mines 
that might be named that would become dividend-paying at once 
if they would be worked on the three-core system. We want more 
work done for the same establishment charges. 





REPORT FROM SCOTLAND, 

Jan. 28.—The Warrant Market continued dull all last week, and 
the price gradually declined, and closed on Friday at 104s. This 
week a moderate amount of business has been done betwixt 103s, 6d. 
and 104s. 6d., closing this afternoon with sellers at 104s. 6d. prompt 
cash, and buyers offering 104s. 3d. The shipping returns are very 
small and the general demand quiet, so the prices of makers’ iron 
again show a reduction on the week. The market was dull this 
morning, with business at 103s. 6d. to 103s, 3d., but from this point 
a rally took place, and the closing price was 104s, 3d.

The improvement which we noticed last week in Finished Iron 
has not been of long continuance, as this week we have to report 
easy terms for all kinds of manufactured iron, with very little busi- 
ness offering. The sudden dissolution of Parliament has also had its 
influence on our market, and has rather induced a cessation of orders. 
Puddlers and millmen are, however, fairly engaged, but smelters are 
quieter. Machinists are well employed, but boiler-makers are com- 
plaining of a scarcity of work. Brassfounders and copper workers 
have their hands pretty full, and tube and locomotive makers are 
busy. Inshipiron the North of England makers are successfully 
cutting local firms out of Clyde work, even with extra carriage to 
pay. This is a pretty fair indication that there is not much demand 
for this kind of iron at the present time, and the works in this neigh- 
bourhood must bear the strain of competition. 

There is a felt slackness in the Coal Trade, even after several re- 
ductions, and the tendency is to still lower prices. If we were to 
judge from the shipments alone, we would be satisfied that a good 
trad+ was being done, as they are returned for the week just ended 
at 30,993 tons, against 11,427 tons in the corresponding week last 
year, but these shipments are of an inferior class of coal as a rule, 
and do not represent much money after all. At their present high 
| rates shippers will not buy the better descriptions, as they would 
| not pay in the port of destination. The Scottish Shale Oil Trade 

having collapsed, through the low prices of American, the shale pits 
have been closed to a great extent in Lanark, Renfrew, and Ayrshire, 
and the miners are seeking and obtaining employment in the col- 
lieries in the neighbourhood of these works, and are adding to the 
number of available colliers in quest of work. This fact is making 
miners a little less saucy, is telling on the price of labour, and will 
bring about an inevitable reduction in colliers’ wages. a 

On the East Coast stocks of coal are being increased, the shipping 
trade being unsatisfactory, but Parrot coal is in excellent demand 








at 25s, per ton on trucks at the works. Active operations have 
been commenced for sinking a pit on the lands of Allanshaw, be- 
longing to Mr. A. Kirkpatrick, who has let the minerals to Mr. 
Snedden, near to Auchingramont Farm, Hamilton. The coal field 
extends to nearly 200 acres, 

In the Wishaw and Airdrie districts we hear of several firms who, 
taking advantage of the tide, are meditating converting their ven- 
tures into limited companies, with the prospect of success. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Jan. 29.—The feature of the South Staffordshire Iron Trade during 
the present week has been theadvance in price of galvanised and com- 
mon sheets. Special meetings of both sections of the trade were 
held in Birmingham on Thursday. It was resolved to fix the quota- 
tions for galvanised sheets of 24-guage at 24/. 15s, per ton, being an 
advance of 50s. on the late price. Also that in future the difference 
between 24 and 26 gauge should be 3/., instead of 22, per ton as 
hitherto, Ordinary sheets are henceforth to be subject to a sliding 
scale of 10s. per ton for each distinct gauge, instead of grouping 
sheets into the three classes, singles, doubles, and lattins, as hitherto. 
This change was agreed upon to-day, subject to the approval of the 
General lronmasters’ Association. The business transacted this week 
has been of small extent, the general election having had a tendency 
to seriously interrupt the ordinary course of trade. Bars of BBH 
and other first-class brands are still quoted 14/., but very good bars 
are offering at 13/., and second-class ditto at 11. 15s, to 12/. per ton. 
The price of hoops, rods, strips and angles is in proportion to these 
rates, The aggregate demand is of very moderate extent, and the 
mills and forges throughout the district are only in partial opera- 
tion. Pig-iron is steady on the basis of 7/. to 7/. 10s. for all-mine 
hot-blast, 5/. 10s. to 6/. for part-mine, and 4/. 10s, Cold-blast iron 
of Shropshire make is steady at late rates, the price for good brands 
being 8/. 5s. at works, and 8/, 10s, delivered in South Staffordshire. 
Hematite iron of North Country make is in fair request in this dis- 
trict at satisfactory price. 

The adjourned application for a summons for libel against Mr. 
J. P. Baker, Inspector of Mines for South Staffordshire, was made 
at Wolverhampton, on Wednesday, before the Stipendiary. The 
alleged libel was contained in a letter addressed by Mr. Baker to 
the Sandwell Park Company, in which he called attention to some 
evidence given by the company’s engineer (Mr. Henry Johnson, 
Dudley) at an inquest, and implying thatif Mr. Johnson, as manager 
of the company, acted upon the opinions then expressed it would 
not conduce to the safety of the mine. A question was raised as 
to whether the letter was privileged, and the Stipendiary explained 
the law on that point, admitting, however, that if the letter were 
not a privileged communication it was libellous. Mr. Baker’s official 
position was held to negative any imputation of malice. Mr. 
Motteram, as counsel for Mr, Baker, intimated that there was no 
intention of reflecting on Mr, Johnson’s character; and, this being 
accepted by Mr. Johnson asa satisfactory explanation, the summons 
was withdrawn. 

There is no change of importance in the Coal Trade of the district, 
the demand continuing quiet, and prices unaltered. The leading 
coalmasters deprecate the idea of any early declaration of a reduc- 
tion, and the slight concessions being made by the small firms are 
not of sufficient importance to affect the trade of the district. 

The trial sinking at Fairoak, in the Cannock Chase district, is 140 
yards deep, and the prospects of finding coal continue to be encou- 
raging. The company have acquired the lease of a mineral area 
5000 acres_in extent. Mr. F. C, Gillott, of Derby, is the engineer; 
and Mr. Molyneux, of Burton, the secretary. 

The coal and iron trades of the North Staffordshire district are 
without any new feature since our last report. The iron ores of this 
district are in fairly sustained demand at steady prices. 

South Staffordshire hardwares are in steady but not buoyant re- 
quest. Chilled rolls and other mill and forge machinery continue 
in steady production at Bilstonand West Bromwich. The tube trade 
is quiet in the ordinary branches, but @ special feature of the trade 
now being introduced is the manufacture of steel tubes for locomo- 
tive boilers, one order from a leading railway company having just 
been placed, comprising 1000 tons. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTIL WALES. 


Jan. 29.—But little attention is paid to trade this week, electioneer- 
ing being the all-absorbing occupation for the time being. Most 
of the ironmasters of the district are largely interested in the elec- 
tions, and many of them are candidates for re-election. Among them 
are Mr. R. Fothergill, of the Aberdare and Plymouth Coal and Iron- 
works; Mr. Vivian and Mr. Dilwyn, of Swansea; and Mr. A. Brog- 
den, of the Llynvi Works. In Monmouthshire, also, Mr. Alderman 
Pochin, of Manchester, who is a director of the Tredegar Iron and 
Coal Company, a large shareholder in the Patent Nut and Bolt Com- 
pany, and connected with the Ebbw Vale and Nant-y-Glo Works, is contesting the 
united boroughs of Newport, Monmouth, and Usk in the Liberal interest, against 
Mr. Thomas Cordes, Conservative, a partner in the Dos Works, an extensive nail 
factory at Newport. 

Apart from this, current business in the Iron Trade continues dull, 
and it can hardly be said that there has been any improvement during the past 
week. It is still teo early for any material change to take place in the demand 
from the direction which alone gives promise of considerable activity, and that is 
from Russia. The shipping season to the North will not re-open for a little time 
yet, and, therefore, orders have not begun to reach the district from that quarter, 
but the expectation is still entertained that there are important contracts to be 
given out. In regard to the enquiry from other quarters, there is but little to be 
said. As but little finished iron is manufactured on foreign account, it is almost 
superfluous to say that the exports continue unusually small. There is no altera- 
tion in quotations. The week has brought but little change to the Tin-Plate Trade, 
but it may be said the tendency is still towards improvement, though only slight. 

Similar remarks may be applied to the Coal Trade as to the iron 
trade, as far as the general election is concerned. The colliers, as well as their em- 
ployers, are taking considerable interest in the contest, and in the Merthyr and 
Aberdare district they have Mr. Thomas Halliday, the chairman of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Miners, as their especial candidate. Several months ago 
Mr. Halliday intimated his intention to contest the borough as the representative 
of labour, and he is nowamongst the men. Atall the meetings which he addresses 
he is enthusiastically received, and there is little doubt that he will run aclose race 
with Mr, Fothergill. There is a good enquiry for coal still, but supplies will be ir- 
regular until the election is over. 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Jan. 29.—In the lead mining districts of Derbyshire there is no 
particular activity, and there does not appear any likelihood of the 
production increasing; in fact, for some years past there has been 
a gradual decline in the output, and the last return shows that the 
output of ore was considerably less than it was six or seven years 
ago. The output is now at the rate of scarcely 6000 tons a year, 
although the number of mines is given at upwards of 190; but many 
of those can be little more than mere holes in the ground, at some 
of which 1 ton, or at most 5 tons, of ore have been raised by working 
miners, and then abandoned. At those mines, however, where capital 
and machinery have been employed good returns in most instances 
have been made. Thus, at the Millclose Sloop, belonging to Messrs. 
Wass and Son, in 1872 no less than 2446tons of ore was raised ; whilet at the Bage, 
close to the old Roman town of Wirksworth, 320 tons was obtained in the same 
year, and 260tons at Eyam. The Great Hucklow Mine has been closed, and the 
eurface material disposed of. Coal mining is by no means brisk, and several of the 
collieries are working short time. About a month ago the Clay Cross Company, 
from whose pits upwards of 300,000 tons of coal are annually sent to London, gave 
their men notice of a reduction in the prices paid for getting equal to 3d. per ton.

| portance of which the proprietors of most establishments complain, 
the hope of a better future continues to show itself in various ways.

The directors, no- 
thing daunted, themselves subscribed the capital required, and verily 
they have their reward. The entire capital of the company stands 
at less than 70002; of this sum not more than 400/, has been ex- 
pended upon the mine exclusive of the purchase, and it is not con- 
sidered probable that any further issue of shares will be necessary. 

The prospects of this mine cannot well be overrated ; it is bounded

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FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY, 

The intelligence received as to the French iron trade is not alto- 
gether favourable, business being limited to the strict requirements 
of the moment. Pig, iron, minerals -in a word, all branches of 
metallurgical industry —remain ina languishing state ; the stagnation 
has, indeed, been carried to such a point that there has been a serious 
discussion as to the propriety of blowing out certain blast-furnaces, 
while a considerable number of workmen have been dismissed. 
Under such circumstances as these, prices are too nominal to be re- 
produced with any utility. An amalgamation has taken place be- 
tween the Acoz and Chatelinean Forges Company, in Belgium, and 
the Northern and Kastern of France Mines and Lronworks Company.

UTILISATION OF PYRITES RESIDUE. 

The process invented by Mr, Gibbs for the utilisation of pyrites 
residue after the manufacture of sulphuric acid has been well de- 
seribed by Mr. Ch. Méne in an interesting communication to Za 
Houille. The pyrites treated, chiefly those of Spain, generally con- 
tain copper worth extracting. The residue, which still contains, 
perhaps, + per eent. of sulphur, is mixed with fresh pyrites, so as 
to raise the contents of sulphur to about 5 per cent.; 7 per cent. of 
rock salt is then added, and the mass having been mixed is roasted 
for 12 hours at scarcely a dull-red heat. This is done in a rever- 
beratory furnace, the sole of which is formed by a turn-table. The 
sulphur under the in‘luence of the oxygen changes the chloride of 
sodium into sulphate of sodium. In treating the mass by water, sul- 
phate of soda and chloride of copper go into solution, and the in- 
soluble residue consists almost entirely of oxide of iron, which is 
sold to the ironmasters, and turned to account by them. There re- 
mains to be extracted from the solution the sodaand the copper, and 
these two processes are made by Mr. Gibbs to work into each other. 
Firstly, the copper is thrown down as sulphate by sulphuretted 
hydrogen, and the precipitate is converted into a coppery matte 
(CusS) in a reverberatory furnace; the matte is subsequently 
roasted, and then refined into a malleable and very pure copper. 
Besides the copper, the pyrites usually contains a little silver. To 
extract it the first portion of the precipitate (that containing the 
first 5 per cent. of the whole of the copper, determined by analysis) 
is set aside. This precipitate contains all the silver which is ex- 
tracted, and sold as chloride of silver. 

Returning to the treatment of the sulphate of soda, which was 
mixed with the chloride of soda in the first solution, the object. is, 
on the one hand, to transform it into carbonate of soda, which is 
saleable; and, on the other, to recover the sulphuretted hydrogen 
which has been used for the separation of the copper. The solution 
whence the copper has been precipitated is evaporated. The sul- 
phate of soda is then mixed with coal, and the mixture in the re- 
dueing flame of a reverberatory furnace; with $ ton of sulphate the 
operation last three hours, Sulphide of sodium is thus obtained, and 
is dissolved out with warm water, in a closed vessel to avoid the in- 
troduction of air. Into this solution (the strength of the solution is 
such that it will give one-fourth or one-fifth of its weight in salt of 
soda) a current of carbonic acid is introduced, the sulphuretted 
hydrogen is disengaged, and goes to precipitate the copper, as has 
just been explained, and the soda passes into the state of salt of soda 
after the evaporation of the solution. 

The carbonic acid is produced by means of two cupolas, one con- 
taining coke and the other carbonate of lime. In the first a current 
of air passing through gives carbonic oxide, and in the second this 
carbonic oxide, by suitable admission of air, burns, and gives car- 
bonie oxide from the decomposition of the carbonate of lime. The 
sulphuretted hydrogen disengaged is entirely absorbed, for it will 
not precipitate quite all the copper, the last portions having to be 
separated by the addition of a little serap-iron. The process is in- 
teresting, as showing that when scientific processes are suitably ap- 
plied they often become industrial, practical, and lucrative. 





SOCIETY OF SCIENTIFIC INDUSTRY'S EXHIBITION. 

Yesterday was opened at Peel Park, Salford, the first exhibition of the newly- 
formed Society for the Promotion of Scientitic Industry. The many machines, 
models, and other objects contributed are arrranged ina temporary structure of 
wood and glass. The main hall is 50 ft. wide, four times as long, and about 20 ft. 
high. At one end is a lesser building, 60 ft. by 20 tt., flanked on either side by 
other extensions of like character, but of minor length. To the right are three 
small annexes. Not far from these, and within the plot of ground which the 
Mayor and Corporation of Salford placed at the disposal of the council, there is an 
enclosure for such articles as could not be got into the building. The hall is simply 
but effectively decorated ; and some parts of it, notably the exhlbitors’ room, the 
room for the officers and council of the society, and the waiting-room for ladies, are 
fitted up with some approach to elegance. The objects are not yet all in their

In Kidd's process we have the 
peat dried or carbonised as a substitute for coke and charcoal. This machine not 
only producesa cheaper fuel, but effects a great saving of the heat by which the fuel 
is produced. The peat is deprived of its moisture, and when it leaves the machine 
it may be crumbled in the hand, just like other kinds of charcoal. Peat charcoal 
is said to be peculiarly suited to the making and refining of iron, steel, and other 
metals, and its estimated cost to the manufacturer is six or seven times less than 
that of the charcoals in more general use. In Dauchell’s machine we have another 
mode of charring, which has been applied with every appearance of success to Lan- 
eashire peat. From these we may turn to the coal-eutting machines, of which two 
or three are shown. In the main they are all on the same principle—that is to say, 
they drive a toothed wheel or circular saw applied horizontally to the surface of the 
wall of coal Lhey differ only in the mechanical arrangements by which the saw 
is dviven.

Of this, however, and of many similar statements, we shall be better 
enabled to judge when all the machinery is in motion, 

Among the less bulky contrivances w@ have a most ingenious pyrometer, made 
by Mr. W. H. Bailey, in various forms suited to the needs of difference trades. It 
ean be passed into a chimney, and it will at once register the waste of heat which is 
taking place in the discharge of the smoke by the ordinary means, or it will indi- 
cate to a nicety the warmth of the bakers’ oven. It may be used, in a word, for 
many of the severer tests to which the ordinary thermometers cannot be applied. 
Several inventions for the more economical and, we trust, for the more effectual 
heating of churches and other large buildings may be mentioned in this category. 

One department of the exhibition will have especial interest for ladies and for the 
general public. It contains some dozens of stoves, ranges, and fire-places, all trying 
their hardest to produce a maximum of heat with a minimum expenditure of coal. 
Messrs. Follows and Bates, with their gas-stoves and economisers made of fire-clay 
and the like, are of course represented here. One contrivance shown has something 
of the interest of atoy. It is a small range, about 1 ft. square, which may be 
placed on a table and there used for the cooking of a meal. Wood, or even paper 
will serve as fuel; and the heat is so judiciously economised that a very small fire 
indeed will heat the oven and the stew-pan, and boil a kettle. 








PARAFFIN O1t,—Mr. E. MreLtprum, of _Dechmont, Linlithgow, 
has patented some improvements in the manufacture or production of paraffin oil. 
The invention relates to the production of paraffin oil from coal or shale, and con- 
sists in effecting the distillation of coal or shale in a cupola or furnace similar to a 
blast-furnace, so constructed and arranged that the non-condensible or permanent 
gases from such distillation may be introduced above the place at which the air is 
admitted, in order that any free oxygen may combine with such gas before comin 
in contact with the products of distillation, and thus prevent their oxidation an 
destruction.
